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~ NON-CATHOLICS SEEM NOT TO GRASP THE 


RELIGIOUS CONDITION IN MEXICO. 
* Nearly every day we receive marked copies of 
denominational periodicals containing editorials or 
communications on the present religious situation in 
Mexico. They all convey the impression that the de 
facto government, while justifiably anti-Catholic, in- 
tends none the less to be Christian. What a delusion! 
‘The latest decrees direct from Carranza or from the 
: his grace, forbid re- 
ligious instruction in any form both in public and 
private schools, and in the home. Ferrer, or infidel 
schools, or better still, anarchistic schools, are to be 
established. Article 28, of the new law, dated Toluea, 
Dec. 20, 1915, reads: “It is absolutely prohibited to 
teach any religion in private schools and in any other 
educational establishment, no ms*ter of what class or 
‘nature it may be.” 

Read this from “The Conquest,” (Chicago, Feb. 
12, 1916): 

CARRANZA PLEDGES RELIGIOUS FREEDOM. 

“The relation of Carranza to religious parties in Mexfco has been a 
very interesting question ever since the United States government recog- 
nized him. The Washington representative of Carranza has thus stated 
his attitude: ‘The Laws of Reform, which guarantee individual freedom 
of worship, according to everyone's conscience, shall be strictly ob- 
served. Therefore, the Constitutionalist government will respect every- 
body's life, property and religious beliefs, without other limitation than 
the preservation of public order and the observance of the institutions

THE SODALITY DEMONSTRATIONS. 


A leading feature of the Sodality Unions now being organized are the 
citywide demonstrations in honor of the Blessed Virgin by the Union, and 
which all the Sodalists attend.. As was said before, these demonstrations 
occur four times a year, approximately on the Feast of the Annunciation, 
March 25th, towards the end of May or the beginning of June, on the 8th 
of September, the Feast of the Nativity of the Blessed Virgin, and the 8th 
of December, the Feast of the Immaculate Conception. 

In smaller places it may be possible to gather all the Sodalists into 
one church for the demonstration. In larger cities it will be necessary to 
divide the city into districts and to choose one church in each district as 
the center for the celebration in that district. Then on the next occasion 
another church may be chosen in the district, and so in rotation every 
church in the Sodality Union will be the center of a stirring demonstration 
in honor of the Blessed Mother. 

These celebrations are, of course, primarily of a religious character, 
Vespers and Benediction of the Blessed Sacrament, with a special choir, 
and with every detail of music and ceremony carefully attended to, will 
be the chief fentures of the demonstration, followed by a stirring sermon 
by one of the Directors on the ideals of the Sodality or on some feature of 
its work or its rules, 

It is very strongly recomm«:(e* s .wever, that after this religious 
celebration a brief social Seesh . > i; in the school hall or some ad- 
joining tuilding, at which the .odaliste may meet one another and culti- 
vate the spirit of Christian charity. 

The details of these demonstrations should be in charge of a com- 
mittee and should be very carefully arranged. Nothing should be left to 
chance or accident, and reliable and energetic Sodalists should be put in 
charge. Anything less than excellence in these demonstrations is un- 
worthy of the glory of our Blessed Mother, and no pains should be spared 
to make the demonstrations in her honor as attractive, as devotional and 
as interesting as its possible under the circumstances. These quarterly 
demonstrations of Sodality spirit will powerfully stimulate the fervor of 
the Sodalists, will be an inducement to good Catholics to join their parish 


Sodality, and will bring down the blessing of God on the parish and the, 


city through the great honor and public praise which they render to His 
Mother.

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SIXTY-MILES-AN-HOUR MOVEMENT. 


The speedometer is the latest device for increasing subscriptions. It 
has at least been applied successfully in various chapters of an active non- 
Catholic league. The story told in the Epworth Herald may serve as an 
object lesson for Catholic parishes, societies and leagues. There are 
countless similar devices that can be used. It is the zeal with which they 
are carried out that counts. 

Four weeks in advance the vice president of one of the league chap- 
ters, to which we shall confine our attention, began his preparation. Two 
weeks before the important night he distributed his advertising literature, 
making it clear why the league organ should be more widely read. From 
the very beginning of the campaign rough board signs were to be seen 
around the league room, stirring up a lively interest: “Look Out for 
Sleepy Town,” “How Is Your Gasoline?” and similar admonitions that 
prepared the members to make good speed when the subscription night 
would come. 

The speedometer was to indicate the increase in circulation actually 
attained. Sixty miles an hour would mean sixty subscriptions for that 
evening. Since fewer than thirty families were finally to be represented 
at the decisive meeting of that small league chapter, this would be making 
excellent speed. Could they reach it? To do so it would be necessary, of 
course, to get subscriptions from outsiders, or in some cases to subscribe 
for others out of their own pockets. 

Hére precisely is one of the most necessary and apostolic works in 
which Catholics can participate. They must seek to place solid and in- 
teresting Catholic journals into the hafids of those who otherwise would 
never see any Catholic literature the whole year around, if left to their 
own initiative. Such reading must almost be forced upon them in the 
beginning, as medicine is upon a sick man. There could be no worse 
symptom of spiritual anemia, with serious danger of a break-down in faith 
itself, than the absence of Catholic literature from a fatholic home. 

There are non-Catholics moreover who need the seuiueiees a Catholic 
journal will give them. It will overcome their préjudices, answer their 
difficulties, give them an insight into the one true religion and finally may 
lead them safely, with the help of some Catholic friend it may be and the 
assistance of the priest, into the Catholic fold. 

The Sunday night before the subscription evening, of which we have 
spoken, the zealous advocate of the league Herald threw out among other 
encouraging remarks the following observation: 

“Now this speedometer is going to indicate just how much faith we 
have in our ability to travel sixty miles an hour. Next Sunday night you 
are going to do just what you want to, and our indicator will point 
straight to our ambition. But remember that the same will that can push 
us to success will allow us to stand still and not move a bloomin’ inch.” 

On the evening itsel&the president, the vice president and the pastor 
all spoke to the Same purpose: the need of availing themselves of their 
literature. So finally the meeting was ready for the supreme test of the 
speedometer, ; 

“We are now going to crank over,” said the operator. 
an expression of your faith. Every one stand up.” 

They did so, and he started the indicator around, asking them to sit 
down when it pointed out the speed which they believed they could 
actually attain, It moved to ten, twenty, thirty, forty, fifty; and they all 
still remained standing. At fifty-eight he said: 

“Isn't there one here who has just a little doubt? Will he kindly be 
honest and take his seat at fifty-eight?” But they remained immovable. 
Two more points, and sixty had beemreached. Then they all sat do#n. 

The real work now began. One by one, the subscriptions came in. 
Soon all the families had subscribed. But they were still far from their 
maximum speed. At forty-eight the indicator at last stood still, There 
were no more names in the operator’s hand. There was a pitiful look on 
their faces when he turned to them and said: “Well, we didn’t do it.” 

But that was not the end. He now recited for them the poem: ““How 
Did You Diet” If we must fail, is the lesson he wished to drive home, let 
us be sure that we have failed nobiy, doing all that lay in our power. 
That was a spark which might well kindle a conflagration. 

A Leaguer sprang up and interrupted him: “Just a minute. I am not 
going to give up yet. I know we have done our best to-night, but I am not 
willing to stop short of the sixtyamile limit, I will be one that will guar- 
antee another subscription!” 

There were five more guarantees faster than they could be.counted. 
Needless to say, the indicator did not stop that night until it reached 
sixty. Next year they may probably need a hundred-mile speedometer.
